ar Had Interview With In- |

The city is not’ going to have thet | 
opportunity of possessing the natural 
gas proposition which wes mentioned 
to the council on Tuesday evening. 
H. A, Bonnar, who made the offer, 
when seen by « Bulletin representa- 
tive yesterday, said “I shall withdraw 
my offer from the city,” | 

The present council has plainiy 
shown that it looks with no friendly | 
eye on men seeking franchises to 
operate the city’s ulllities, Mr. Bon- 
nar endeavored to explain. to the 
council that he was not asking for 
any franchise, What he did ask for 
was that in the event of him and his 
associates developing a supply of na 
tural gas, which they believed existed 
near the city, that the counci! would 
take it over on behalf of the city, 

Mr, Bonnar pointed out that-owinge 
to the nature of the commodity, the 
market for was was of a limited des- 
cription and the cost of conveyance 
precluded them from carrying Wt a 
long way. As the only pecole who 
would be Hhely to require a large supe} 
ply of natural gas would be the city | 
and as the development of the pro 
position would be toward the end that 
the gas would be used by the city., 
the promoters wanted to have 
definite assurance that In the event of 
the gas supply being develomed the 
city would use it The promoters 
were not asking that the city should 
allow them to supply the eity with the 
gas under a franchise, but that the 
city, when satieed that the suppl) 
was genuine and likely to last, that
